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The Liberating Force of Life

E like to define life as God in action. 

V V Logically, then, life is what God is; 

God-Wisdom, God-Love, God-Intelli- 
gence, God-Power expressing. This action we 
call life is Universal and Eternal. Everywhere 
at all times is life to be found. This is not 
a truth perceived by one thinker, but it is the con- 
census of the opinions of the body of thinkers of 
the world, whether they belong to the group called 
natural scientists or to those we think of as spiritual 
scientists, or to the philosophers or psychologists. 

The great leaders in thought everywhere affirm 
life universal, but life of the same kind and quality 
—good activity—Infinite Wisdom, Love, Intelli- 
gence, Power,—in action—the Great Liberating Ex- 
pression of God-Being. All is freedom of expres- 
sion! There is no limit to what life brings forth— 
to God’s Word coming forth as force, energy, power, 
form. The liberation of life forces has a mighty 
import in man’s development, the liberation of the 
power in which “we live, move, and have our be- 
ing”. What does this mean to us? What is its mean- 
ing to humanity? Turn in thought to the ever- 
lasting affirmation of the Infinite Expresser,—“Let 
there be.” Life is the liberator within yeu and me— 
the wisdom, love. intelligence, power, joy—within 
you and me! How wondrous that universal ex- 
pression means liberation! 

Man is just beginning to learn to connect with 
the Infinite Source in his thinking. We are dis- 
covering in the process of our development, this 
Great Inner Resource of Divine Inherencies—our in- 
heritance as sons of an Almighty Father. It makes 
no difference how you and I feel about it—the 
power of life is liberating us into expression. We 
are free! What are we to do with this truth? The 
great point is the making of the decision, “I will 
stand by Truth”. And the truth is that God is 
liberating every powerful inherency of His Nature 
every moment. What is my responsibility? It is 
to liberate into my living the quality of the God- 
Inherencies that are the.essence of my Being in 
God,—the same wisdom, love, intelligence, power, 
joy,—that the Father is liberating into my soul in 
each moment of creation. 

When we are true to the Truth of Being, we 
find each experience illumined with the wonder and 
beauty of freedom from limitation.

Qualities into daily experience in our world. I shall 
not find every experience what the world calls har- 
monious, nor shall I find every person in my group, 
family or business, with the same point of view, or 
with the same purpose, Shall I endeavor to impress 
my viewpoint upon him, or shall I liberate my neigh- 
bor in my thinking as I liberate thought within 
myself, and Jet him follow his path only to discover 
for himself the same Truth? If my desire to help 
is true and constant and rooted in Love Universal, 
the opportunity to give it at the psychological mo- 
ment will be mine. My neighbor will express his 
need. Let it find me in the attitude of loving 
response. 

The work of life consists, then, in translating 
God-Life into terms of daily living. God-Life is 
Wisdom, Knowledge, Understanding, Love, Power, 
Joy. 

What are the signs that follow when I liberate 
God-Wisdom into daily living? A keen discernment 
of the meaning and use of experience is a true signal 
of the fact that inwardly I am searching for wis- 
dom Divine. I see with Wisdom’s eye that it is not 
the experience but the way I meet it that deter- 
mines its relation to me. In other words I turn the 
search-light of Truth upon the experience, and its 
true meaning is revealed. I see Good where I 
might have supposed evil. And when the experience 
is cleared of any limiting meaning, I am liberated. 
T have translated God-Wisdom into my outlook, and 
I see far beyond the experience itself. After all 
the experience is to me as I see it. 

When I translate God-Wisdom, Knowledge, and 
Understanding into terms of relation with my fellow 
men, I put aside the world’s judgment. I see that 
people are in different phases of development, and 
in touching them I must keep constant in the truth 
of the Divine Presence in every soul,—the great 
unchanging Truth of the Spirit of God in the low- 
liest of men. Let me emphasize the truth of the 
developing process taking place in my brother 
rather than emphasizing in my thinking the stage 
of progress in which I find him. Then and only 
then am I translating correctly the quality of Wis- 
dom into the terms of daily contact. If a child is 
in the third or fourth grade we should not expect 
high school or university work from him. So he 
who is wize respects the place of development in 
which the individual is, and does not condemn. If 
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he lacks integrity, we would not place him in a 
position of trust until he developed in the conscious- 
ness of integrity. So practice wisdom by discerning 
the Divine in every man. Turn from the world’s 
judgment to the greater viewpoint,—the presence 
of Good in spite of appearance. 

He who lets the Truth of the Presence sink deep 
within, stands true and firm under any experience. 
Be quiet and know. We should not be over-enthus- 
iastic, the soul developing truly seldom is. The seed 
that fell on stony ground sprang up quickly, but 
as soon as it was sprung up it withered away be- 
cause it lacked moisture, the true nourishment of 
plant life, and so he who is sentimentally inclined 
and jumps at conclusions, does not get the best re- 
sults. We should not say, “Watch me demonstrate,” 
but we should live so that others see the signs of 
true living. We often claim to be wise, but do not 
prove ourselves by our wisdom of choice. 

It is wiser to prove before we affirm. Jesus said 
only once that he showed men the Father. He taught 
that the way to see the Father is to liberate the 
great God-Power within each one. 

How shall we liberate Love? Love without Wis- 
dom to guide its expression is sentimental and un- 
certain. Love and Wisdom expressing together pro- 
duce the truest results. When we liberate Love and 
Wisdom together we see what is best for the Whole 
is best for the individual. Sometimes in order to 
do what is best for all, it seems necessary to bring 
suffering upon one. But the Law is perfect at all 
times and in all places, so the good of the Whole 
could not bring injustice to the one. The individual 
may be deflected from his expression for a time, but 
when he has worked out his own salvation, he will 
get back to the path that is best for him. Love 
guided by Wisdom is neither mawkish nor blind, 
Jesus understood the meaning ef Love perfectly, but 
he did not hesitate to act for the good of the Whole. 
He was lovingly wise, and he loved wisely. Jesus 
drove the money-changers out of the temple, be- 
cause they were defiling the place of worship of 
the many. 

The liberation of intelligence means the freeing 
of ourselves from mental limitations; we are liber- 
ating what God has liberated toward us, Life, 
Power, so that our mentalities may be alert,— per- 
ceive truths. comprehend principles, and use these. 
Each year will add to the mental power of our lives 
if we continue to liberate the life force within. 
Mentally.we should grow richer, more powerful, 
understanding the great composition of the universe, 
with all its truth and facts. Jesus liberated con- 
stantly the God-Inte’ligence within. He considered 
human experience wisely. He had no tolerance for 
hypocrisies of the Pharisees—for the wickedness of 
Herod. Jesus held men to the highest ideals of 
living, for he saw them as children of God. The 
words and deeds of the Master are expressions of 
high thinking and of intelligent thinking. Integ- 
rity is at the foundation of the Universe. It is God- 
Activity truly expressed. The liberating of intel- 
ligence, as: Jesus did it, reveals the greatness of our 
foundation. 

Power is the next great inherency to be liberated. 


True living liberates the power within, for we are 
practicing the principle of integrity when we are 
true, and in truth and purity—in righteousness there 
is all power. We see everywhere in nature the lib- 
eration of force. All expression is liberation, and the 
energy and force of natural science is easily trans- 
lated by him who thinks into the love and power of 
Spiritual Science. The force that is liberating the 
seed into the larger expression of the plant with its. 
glowing blossoms, is only another word for the Love 
that is giving beauty to man. Nature is ever lib- 
erating power for high purpose. What are we doing 
with it? Are we liberating God-Power for the en- 
riching of our lives—making them great, true, pure, 
complete ! 

Why are we not bringing forth our Divine gifts 
perfectly? Think of the joy of liberation! The 
spontaneous activity of true expression is the joy 
of our lives—for in it we are realizing the Divine. 
God does not limit; human ignorance does. We 
say, “I am going to express the fulness of Wisdom, 
love, intelligence, power, sometime. The race has 
been long prophesying its good instead of realizing 
it. Why not open the door into the treasure house 
of the universe. Why attain only partially? Where 
is the key to all doors? In liberating all the in- 
herencies of God; for these are living in all of His 
sons; we find ourselves holding the key which opens 
all doors. Wisdom, knowledge, understanding, love, 
power, and joy are the liberating forces of life, and 
the force that sets us free is our realization of them.

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Studies in the Fundamental Teachings of Divine Science

LESSON I. 
What Divine Science Is. 


CIENCE is a term much in use in the world 
today. Man is rapidly growing out of the 
age of superstition, unsound beliefs and 

idle guess-work, and is endeavoring to dis- 
cover those basic principles under which world 
activities may be systematized. As soon as 
study and experimentation have shown a sup- 
position to be unquestionably true, the scientist 
immediately begins to apply the newly discovered 
truth in explaining and making useful to man in- 
numerable facts which heretofore were considered 
strange and undependable because the principle un- 
derlying action was not understood. Consider how 
different our lives are now from the lives of the 
people who were on the earth during the Stone Age 
or even during the first historic age of which we 
have definite knowledge. Of how vastly much more 
we are capable since we have finally learned the use 
of electricity, steam and metals. 

As physical science is knowledge systematized and 
formulated with reference to the discovery and ap- 
plication of physical truth, so Divine Science is 
knowledge similarly systematized and made useful 
to man with reference to Spiritual Truth. Experi- 
ence is continually teaching us how temporary and 
changeable manifestation in the physical world is, 
and that it is directly dependent upon the life of 
the Spirit. How necessary and vital, then, is a study 
of Spiritual Law which we call Divine Science, in 
order that we may understand and apply those 
greater principles which underlie the eternal being 
we call ourself, and which alone bring “durable 
satisfaction.” 

Divine Science is not a new religion—in fact, its 
basic element, faith, is the foundation upon which 
all the religions of the world have been based. It 
is not a faith, however, which assures us of only one 
thing—that when we die we shall be translated into 
a superior and happier realm. Faith, in Divine 
Science is an enlivening and quickening trust in God 
which is active now in every part of our life. As 
a religion, Divine Science is not a creed demanding 
strict adherence as a duty, but a life-enriching and 
joy-giving basis upon which the fullest development 
of every phase of our life depends. 

The metaphysics of Divine Science is comprehen- 
sible alike to a child or philosopher, each using a 
terminology which best suits his mental habits: An 
All-Loving, All-Powerful, and All-Knowing Spirit, 
manifesting itself eternally in its creation. Other 
names for this Spirit are, God, The Father, The 
Creator, The First Cause, The Infinite, The Invisible 
One, The I Am; and other names for this creation 
are, World, The Visible, Nature. Between them is 
the same relation as between an idea and an audible 
expression of it. In reality they are one, the idea 
shaping the spoken word, the spoken word merely 
manifesting the idea. It is impossible to think of 
them as being two distinct things, for in order to 


think of an idea, we must express it in thought. So 
God must express his Idea in Man. 

God chose to manifest Himself supremely in Man, 
“In the image of God created He him”; and, in the 
history of man, the supreme example of that mani- 
festation is Jesus Christ—the Perfect Man and the 
true Son of God. Christ, the Spirit of God which 
was in Jesus, is God-Idea expressed in you and me. 
`~ Divine Science stands for “the Fatherhood of God 
and the Brotherhood and Man”. Its purpose is to 
help the race to express more completely the divine 
qualities, with which it is endowed. 

The teaching of Divine Science is summarized in 
the Omnipresence, Omniscience and Omnipotence of 
God. God is present in every form of his creation, 
and is therefore Omnipresent. Since God created 
all, and holds all within Himself, He must know all 
and be All-power, therefore is Omniscient and Om- 
nipotent. 

In beginning a study of Divine Science, the Omni- 
presence of God is the first thing to be stressed, for 
upon our acceptance of this Truth all satisfying 
thought and successful demonstration depend. The 
first obstacle will probably be, “But I can’t think of 
God expressing Himself in evil, the ugly and the 
sick.” In answering this, we discover the reason 
for and the use of our mentality. “The evil, the 
ugly and the sick” are all results of wrong choosing 
either by the race, or by the individual. Without 
mentality we would not be in the image of God. 
What is our mentality for if not that we may choose 
the good? Is not all thinking merely a form of 
choosing? What we have been calling “the evil, 
the ugly, the sick” are in reality only false images 
we have set up for ourselves, the discarding of . 
which releases in us the Perfect Man. Hence, we 
see that choosing is necessary for our development 
which, in turn, is necessary for Complete Hapres- 
ston, 

So, if contradictions to the All-Presence of God 
seem to arise, know that they are for your discard- 
ing, if you would live profitably. After this process 
is thoroughly understood, the practice of discarding 
or “denying” will become quick and easy. 

In endeavoring to realize the Presence and Power 
of God, direct your thought to the closeness of your 
own relationship to God. He is nearer to you than 
anything you could possibly feel, see or hear, for-he 
is your innermost Being. The following meditation 
should be used until you not only know the Truth of 
it, but feel its power in the depths of your soul. 

MEDITATION. 

God is my Creator. He is creating my life anew 
every moment. Since this creation is God-in-action, 
my life is filled with God-Activity. I open myself 
completely to this ever-constant, ever-fresh flow of 
God-Life. As I feel the course of God’s activity in 
me, so it is present, in fullness and in richness, in all 
the world. Everything I feel, see, hear, is a part of 
God’s manifestation. I rejoice that I live in a 
world, where God is All-Goodness, All-Love, AN- 
Truth, All-Beauty.

Knowing Jesus Christ 
The Cross 


If any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and follow me.— 
Matt. 16:24. 

And he that taketh not his cross, and followeth 
after me, is not worthy of me.—Matt. 10:38. 

And he said to them all,—If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me—Luke 9:23. 

And whosoever doth not bear his cross, and come 
after me, cannot be my disciple—Luke 14:27. 

Jesus’ doctrine of the Cross was not a new doc- 
trine. He came to endorse the doctrines that had 
been, and also to bring new ones. 

Jesus says, “Think not that I am come to destroy 
the law, or the prophets: I am not come to destroy, 
but to fulfill.” He quotes the law and endorses 
the law. . 

The Cross is the great instrument of denial. What- 
ever seems to bring you down and put you under is 
your cross. Jesus said, “If any man will follow 
me S him deny self,” (annul the old self and lift 
it up). 

“And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wil- 
derness, so must the Son of man be lifted up. 

“That whosoever believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have eternal life.” Begin to look and be- 
lieve in the image that is Good, even taking the 
thing (disease) and lifting up. The thing that has 
been humiliating you and has brought you sorrow, 
bring it to the “holy place”. See—Matt. 24:15. 

If there is something not in perfect accord, lift 
it up—or take up the Cross, image the Son of man 
lifted up to the Son of God. 

Jesus Christ’s instruction was to deny. 

We are to learn how to use our affirmations and 
also our denials. Do not deny with hatred but with 
the warm consciousness of love. 

To be free you must know the whole Truth. 

Your Cross is the crossing out of false concepts. 
Take up your Cross and lift it to the highest. The 
Cross is the cancellation sign, in problems we cross 
out,—in self we cross out—the wrong thought and 
word. 

Our denial is not a form, but a reasoning. God 
is all that is, including His expressing, therefore 
there is no place for evil. 

Denial includes affirmation. 

“Therefore doth my Father love me, because I lay 
down my life, that I might take it again.”

Our Coming Bible Course 


For centuries people have turned to the Bible as 
a source of inspiration and spiritual knowledge. It 
has long been recognized that it contains the basic 
principles for true living; that its content has a 
universal interpretation for the ethical life of man; 
that is inclusive rather than exclusive in its import. 

As we shall point out in the introductory lesson 
more fully, the Bible is not intended to be an in- 
fallible history of facts or a treatise on science, but 
its value as a portrayal of man’s progressive spirit- 
ual unfoldment is inestimable. Again and again 
in the lessons the key-note—The Bible as Ascending 
Revelation—will be struck. 

This is in accord with many leading Bible stu- 
dents, outside of Divine Science, and undoubtedly is 
the most reasonable point of view. “To be able to 
follow the inspired truths from their beginnings 
until they appear full-orbed in Jesus, is of very great 
value.” “The Bible furnishes a fair human history 
of every great religious truth.” To perceive and 
follow fundamental principles from their first con- 
ceptions by man will be our plan. 

Our basis—The Omnipresence—gives us a clear 
insight in the interpretation of this inspiring liter- 
ature. 

We feel that such a course cannot be given with- 
out correlating our presentation with other ancient 
expressions that have inspired and instructed other 
peoples. We shall call these, “Side Lights.” Let 
us look upon them as illumining gleams. Beginning 
with The Creation, the work will continue sequen- 
tially through The Old and The New Testaments. 
The work will be in the nature of a preparatory 
course which we hope the student will use as a back- 
ground for further study. It will be simple and 
practical, yet comprehensive,—meeting the demand 
of many of our people. 

As we gather together, with our brothers of Bible 
days at this eternal Round-Table where the feast of 
Truth is spread, let us feel the common bond of fel- 

_lowship with them, let us partake of the good that 
they found and placed thereon. 

Let us take up our study with the feeling that 


“they without us should not be made perfect,” nor 
without them can we be complete, both they and we 
are included in the Ascending Revelation of Truth. 

The Bible course is the work of a group of earnest 
students of the Living Word, and is directly under 
the supervision of the Publication Board of the 
Colorado College of Divine Science. The intro- 
ductory lesson will appear sometime in March and 
continue each week, covering several months or per- 
haps a year. We hope that not only individual stu- 
dents but many groups and centers will take up 
this work and find it most profitable.
